Use stereo audio/video cables with phono piugs (avaiiabie atyour locai RadioShack 
store and online atRadioShack.com) to make aii connections. Forthe best performance, 
use high-quaiity audio/video cabies. Do not use audio cabies for video. The seiector's 
coior-coded jacks make it easy to connect devices to the seiector. Yeiiow jacks are for 
video, red jacks are for right audio, and white jacks are for left audio.

VIDEO/L/R jacks on the back of the seiector.
